Nor to digreſs 
from our ſubje&, I mnſt defire you to read the Eng- 
kb Book of Father P avſors, Intiruled, The Reform 
of England ; where, after his blaming of Cardinal 
yole, and made ſome obſcrvations of Faulrs 1n the 
Council of Trent, he finally concludes, Thar ſuppoſe 
Englaed ſhould return (as we hope) to the Catho- 
hck Faith in this Reign, he would reduce 1t to the 


Seare of che Primitive Church : and to thar cad all 
the Eccleſiaſtical Revenue ought to be uſed in com-, 
mon , and the Ma _ thereof commirted to 
the care of Seven Wiſe Men, drawn out of our $0- 
ciety, to be diſpoſed of by them as rhey ſhould think 
fir. Moreover, he would have all the Religious Or- 
ders forbidden on Religious Pepaltics, nor to return 
into the Three Kingdoms, withour leave of thoſe
